The fire in Taylor's store showed 
the need of ouch a pipe, which Mr. Byars 
considers a valuable addition to the fire 
fighting outfit. 


Chief Byars says a chemical engine is 


now the greatest need of the department 
and he hopes to have one iu the near fu- 
ture. 
The cost is about ?1600 and Mr. 


Byars thinks one would save its cost in a 
single year.

Gorman Forces Beaten in Maryland. 


Ohio Stili in Doubt and Very Close. 


What Mark Hanna Thinks. 


Washington, Nov. 4,—Postmaster Gen- 


eral Gary received advices today which 
gave a Republican majority of 13 on joint 
ballot in the Maryland legislature. The 
news comes in personal reports to the 
postmaster general and ia based on an un- 
expected solid Republican vote in Talbot 
county. 


It is also possible that this majority 


may be increased to li by a possible ac- 
cession from Caroll county, though Re- 
publican leaders aro not counting on this. 
General Gary baa the news correct, and 
he says Maryland is in the Republican 
column to stay. 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 4^The official 


canvass of votes is going on throughout 
the state today. 
The Democratic and 


.Republican headquarters are still open 
here. 


The 
Republicans today confidently 


claim a majority of five in the legislature 
on joint ballot and say that Summit 
county is the only one in doubt and that 
its two representatives have been put in 
the Democratic or doubtful column till 
the official count is completed. 


Counting the two doubtful representa- 


tives from 
Summit county, the house 


stands 5S Republicans and 51 Democratic- 
The only senator in dispute is ia the 
Marion-Logan district, and Republicans 
claim that the senate stands 19 Democratic 
and 17 Republican. 


Chairman McConville still maintains 


that the Democrats have elected a ma- 
jority in the legislature. He contests the 
Republican claim to Noble and Wood 
counties and the Marion-Logan district, 
vrhich make the legislature stand 73 Dem- 
ocrats to 72 Republicans on joist ballot. 


The publication of a movement to form 


a combine between anti-Hanna Republi- 
can members of the legislature and the 
Democratic members to defeat Hanna for 
the senate has caused quite a sensation in 


political circles. There seems to be some- 
thing in it. 


Haunn Speaks. 


The New York Evening World prints 


the following telegram from Mark Hanna 
addressed to its editor: "They tell me I 
am sure of a re-election. 
That is all I 


know about it. It is an off year and, com- 
pared with elections that usually follow 
president!il years in Ohio, I think there is 
nothing to complain about." 


"The weather was against the Republi- 


cans this year, and good times have made 
them careless. I don't think the result 
has much significance as to the money 
question. I hardly think the money ques_ 
tion ought to be considered as affected 
either way. 
The results all over the 


country show it was an off year." 


Found Guilty. 


Boston, Nov. 4.—Joseph A. lasigi, for- 


merly Turkish consul in this city, charged 
with imbezzling over $200,000 from Pierre 
G'has. Derieuz, Chas. Antoin, Armand 
Berger do la Villardier of France, of 
whose estates he was trustee, was today 
found guilty on 21 out of 78 counts in in- 
dictment againbt him. 


On only one of 22 distinct charges | re- 


ferred against him did the jury say he was 
not guilty. His bail was increased from 
$25,000 to $50,000 in addition to $25,000 in 
another case of which he had previously 
been held.

AFTER HANNIS TAYLOR. 


Spanish Senator Astounded at the For- 


mer Mlntatw'B Views on Cuba. 


Madrid, Nov. 4.—Senator Salvante. has 


written a letter to the newspapers here 
In reply to the article on the Cuban 
question published in 
an, 
American 


magazine, of which Hanrais Taylor, the 
former United States minister to Spain, 
is the author. Thfi senator Bay s: "lam 
astounded at Mr. Taylor's article In an 
important American review." Continu- 
ing, the senator then proceeds-to tell the 
following story: 
'I met Mr. Taylor last 


April in a street of Madrid and, thooffb 
cut of prudence I asKed him nothing, he 
said: 'Spain, must not suppress 
the 


Cuban insurrection by force of arms 
alone; she must carry out reforms.' He 
d'ld not mention a word about autonomy, 
but, he add«J: 'Peace will then follow 
immediately. Spain has a friend in tha 
White House whose powers are on tho 
eve of expiring, and she ought to profit 
by the opportunity to obtain peace 
speedily, for, whoever succeeds him, he 
is certain to be less favorable to Spain 
than President Cleveland.' I recognized 
the importance of the foregoing declara- 
tion, and I hastened to communicate 
with my friend Canovas (the former 
premier), who warmly thanked me in a 
letter which I have retained.

Canovas began to be talked about, and 
I was commissioned to explain them to 
Mr. Taylor and to tell him they would 
be published within a fortnight, as 
actually occurred. Mr. Taylpr embraced 
me, saying-: 'You and I,wlll bring about 
peace in Cuba and thus powerfully con- 
tribute to the good of humanity ami up- 
hold tlie great interests of civilization 
by ending the war, the prototype oj ] 
crime and a return to barbarism.' I '

words in, the proper quarter. 


"Just prior to these events, Mr. Tay- 


lor, at lunch in my house and in com- 
pany with Castelar and others, toasted 
peace, warmly protesting his admira- 
tion and love for Spain and expressing 
the desire to see us succeed in the work 
of pa-ciflcation. 


"Shortly after the election of Presi- 


dent McKInJey, when it was mooted that 
Mr. Sherman would be made secretary 
of stlate, I asked Mr. Taylor if Spain 
would not have reason to fear a-man who, 
in. a speech hi the senate, had displayed 
euch hatred of Spain. Mr. Taylor re- 
plied: 'Don't notice that, for Sherman, 
as a responsible minister, will change 
liis opinions. Spain has nothing to fear 
I 


in this respect.' "

Itortuna of Boston In Collison at Sea 


With the Brie-y. 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 4.—If the 


Boston bound schooner J?ortuna sur- 
vived the collision which took place earl} 
J'esterday morniing 20 miles south ot 
Montauk Point with the Edward E. 
Briery the three men of her crew of eight 
j» ho were not taken off by the latter 
schooner are probably alive and drift- 
ing about the ocean south of Lone Isl- 
and on their n^arl-y unmanageable ves- 
sel. Captain HOES of the Briery, who 
brought the news of the collision, be- 
lieves that this is the case, although 
there is a possibility that the Fortuna 
was so severely injured that she f>auk in 
a Kt jrt time, to which case the three men 
Went flown with her. 


Captain Ross stated that at the time 


of the collision the weather was com- 
paratively clear, with the wind blowing 
fresh from the^south, and a rough sea 
runniar. The Briery was on her voyaga 
from Jf ewport News to Portsmouth with 
a cargo of coal. When 20 miles south of 
Montauk light, about 12:45, a schooner 
suddenly loomed up ahead, and in a mo- 
ment the two vessels came together with 
s. terrific crash. The Briery lost her e-n« 
tire headgear, and the wreckage had to 
he cut in order to save the hull from fur- 
ther damage. As the two vessels wera 
locked together, Captain Chase of th« 
Forttma, with the flrs,t and sedonfl mate, 
the cook and one seaman, manged tu 
climb on board the Briery without stop- 
ping to ascertain just what damage their 
boat had sustained, but a heavy sea 
parted the vessels before the three re- 
maining men of the Fortuna could fol- 
low. Another huge surge swept the two 
vessels farther apart, and soon the For- 
tuna was lost in the darkness. 


Captain Chase was able to state that 


the Fortuna's yawl had been s-mashed 
• nd the mizzenniast had gone overboard, 
but whether or not the collision had dam- 
aged her hull so she would soon sink he 
could not say. The Briery was too much 
damaged herself to linger long so far 
out at sea, so she at once headed for this 
port, arriving here about noon. 


As the Fortuna, if she is still above 


water, is in the path of considerabls 
coastwise shipping- there is a chance that 
the three men may be saved, although 
the destruction of their only boat will 
compel them to drift with their vessel. 
The Fortuna was bound for Boston, and 
left the same port as the Briery, New- 
port News, only a short time before tha 
latter. She isl a good sized schooner, 
582 tons burden and 151 feet over all. 
She was built in Boston, and is owned 
by parties in that city.

The Berkshire superior court resumed 


its session Wednesday morning at 11. The 
first jury who had considered the case on 
Friday of Frederick S. Polwell against the 
Springfield Union Publishing company, 
reported by sealed verdict che sum of $250 
for the plaintiff. Four jurors stood for $1, 
one for f7,OCO, and the rest for various 
smaller sum&. Last evening Crosby &Nox- 
on, tor the plaintiff, filed a motion asking 
the court to set aside the verdict, as the 
plaintiff is not satisfied 'with the figures. 
They also have some exceptions taken 
during the trial. 


At the assembling of the court in the 


afternoon. Lawyer JoyMer moved for the 
admission to the bar or Miss Harriet L. 
Kilbourii of Great Barring-ton. He spoke 
of her as a good student in his office and 
the first of her sex to be admitted in Berk 
shire county. Ex-Mayor Crosby moved 
the adruisfiton of James O'Brien of l*ee 
and Edward K. McPeck of North Adams. 
AH three were admitted, and Miss Kil- 
bourn was congratulated by several mem- 
bers of the bar,< 


The divorce list was taken up last even- 


ing and six were heard in about an hour. 
The case of Malford Leffingwell of New 
Marlboro against Jennie M. Lefflngwell 
was for desertion and adultery. The de- 
fendant is a daughter of George Spencer, 
who was recently killed by Mosely. De- 
cision was reserved. Henry Q. Burns of 
Pittsfielci was granted a divorce from 
Louise A. Burns for desertion. Zelia G. 
Powell of Pittsflaid was divorced from 
Edward G. Powell for cru 1 and abusive 
treatment. Ida Nuss of PittsQeld was 
granted a divorce from Alexander Nuss 
for gross and confirmed habits ot intoxi- 
cation. There was no contest. Mary D. 
Reynolds of North Adams was divorced 
from Henry D. Reynolds for failure to 
provide, Anna W. Drum was granted a 
divorce from Adelbert Drum for adultery. 
Drum is in jail where is serving sentence. 
All the jury cases are in order for today.

Lea Roy against the La Sooietie de Bene- 
faisance Jean Baptiste of North „': danif.

Mosely Pleads-Not Guilty in the Great 


Harrington Court. 


Nathaniel Mosely of Sheffield, who shot 


and killed George H. Spencer of Harts- 
ville October 16 was taken to Great Bar- 
rington from Abinstton Wednesday even- 
ing by Deputy SUariffs W. W. Norton of 
Great Barrington and W. S. Bidwell of 
Monterey. 
He was taken 
to -the 


court house and pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of murder and was remanded till 
Saturday morning for trial. He was taken 
at once to Pittsneld jail for safe keeping. 


He will be assigned to cell 73 near 


where Coy was confined. It has been ar- 
ranged to keep Mosely under the eye of 
the keeper. When the prisoner arrived 
at the Great Barrington station there was 
a crowd of 300 or 400 people assembled 
and the prisoner evidently was afraid, but 
there was no danger although several 
boys cried "lynch him." 
He was taken 


out on the side opposite tho station and 
walked the few steps to the court house, 
where the session of the court was very 
brief. The prisoner had not been shaved 
and presented an unkempt appearance. 


Deputy Sheriffs Bidwell and Norton ap- 


peared in the district court room at Ab- 
ington Wednesday morning and presented 
a warrant for the arrest of Mosely 
charging him with shooting and killing 
Mr. Spencer. Mosely was taken into cus- 
tody at Abington last weeit; on a charge of 
being a tramp. He broke down and cried 
when Constable Turner brought the pris- 
oner's gun into court. On the charge of 
being a tramp the case was placed on file 
and his discharge was ordered. He was 
immediately arrested on the charge of 
murder by Sheriff Bidwell, There was a 
reward of ?100 offered for the arrest at 
Moeely, and this will probably be divided 
between Officer Turner of Scituate and 
Officer William Buckley of Abington. 


BERKSHIRE GLASS-WORKS, 


To Be Started at Once—Only Plant of 


the Kind in New England. 


There will be general interest in know- 


ing that the Berkshire glass works are to 
he put in operation again. No work has 
been done there for the past two years, 
but now C. D. Cummings of Cheshire arid 
William G.Harding of Pittsfield have 
taken the old plant and will start at once 
the making of window glass. 


This ia the only window glass plant in 


New England. Ever since its suspension 
is has been very much missed by con- 
sumers in New England, as is evidenced 
by the many inquiries for the Berkshire 
glass, which always ranked as the best 
brand in the market. 
The capacity of 


production in the country is about 1700 
pots, of which at present only 46 pots are 
running. Theee have recently started, 
and except these 46 pots there has been 
no glass mode in the United States since 
June last. This is owing to a disagree- 
ment about wages between tbe manufac- 
turers and the labor union known as labor 
assembly 309. 


The tariff has been increased by the 


Dingley bill and the manufacturers offer a 
return of wages to the scale paid under 
the McKin'e,/ bill. The Jabor assembly 
300 union aemand much more, There is 
also a disagreement in the union in re- 
gard to Che division of the advance which 
the manufacturers are willing to pay. The 
blowers and gatherers are unwilling that 
the flatteners and cutt-:rs| shall have an 
equal proportion of the advance in wages. 
The result is that the flatteners and cut- 
ters have withdrawn from the labor as- 
sembly 300 union and formed separate 
unions, and they have sued in the Pitts- 
bnrg courts for the division of a large ac- 
cumulated fund. The blowers and gath- 
erer resist this, and the outcome of the 
fight is a very doubtful problem. The 
trust is known as tbe American Glass 
company, but it cannot resume manufac- 
turing until the workmen agree on some 
division of the increase of wages.
